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INTRODUCTION. 


1 1 E ftudy of the connexion between the Old and New 
Teftaments, and the typical relation of the one to the 
other, is one with which ftudents of the Bible have 
been more or lefs occupied in all ages. But many 
centuries of thought and difcuffion have not produced any very definite 
refults, and the typical character of the Old Teftament and its fulfilment 
in the New, ftill remains a fubjedl involved in confiderable uncertainty, 
no clearly defined principles having been eftablifhed to guard it from 
undue reftridtion on the one hand, and from unlimited extenfion on the 
other. 

We cannot indeed look back upon the fubjedt as it has been treated 
by various writers of different periods, without being ftruck by the fadt 
that the opinions they have fet forth, have feemed to be in almoft all 
cafes, a readtion from one extreme to the other, an exaggerated eftimate 
of the Types and Figures of Scripture having been generally followed by 
a depreciation, fometimes amounting to a rejedtion, of the truth concern- 
ing them. A flight glance over the hiftory of the fubjedt will fuffice to 
convince us of this. 

The few in fiances that are diftindtly declared in the New Teftament 
to be fulfilments of the Types revealed in the Old, have naturally formed 
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the ground-work of a further ftudy of the fubjedt, and led many writers 
to the conclufion, that the principle contained in their feledtion might 
not unfitly or unjuflly be applied on a more extended fcale ; but to do fb 
difcreetly, and without overftepping the limits of truth and fobernefs, 
cannot have been fo eafy a talk as we might fuppofe, judging from the 
various efforts that have been made without any fuccefsful refult. None 
of the propofed fyftems of interpretation have borne fuch a ftamp of truth 
and authority as to filence, or take precedence of, all others, and eftab- 
lilh the fubjedt on a firm foundation from which it would not be again 
diflurbed. 

To attempt this now may feem fomewhat hopelefs after a period of 
nearly eighteen centuries, during which time there has been an ever- 
Ihifting afpedt of the queftion, and I have no expedlation that this con- 
tribution to the already exifting works on the fubjedt will fucceed in that 
which fo many have failed to effedt. The point of view from which 
the fubjedt is contemplated in thefe pages is its connedtion with Art, and 
it will not therefore be neceflary to examine minutely into the various 
opinions which have been held upon it at different times and in different 
countries. So prominent a belief as that which prevailed during the 
Early and Middle Ages in the Types and Figures of the Holy Scriptures, 
we fhould expedt to find reprefented through thofe means which were 
then generally employed in exemplifying the principal points of faith, 
and in the fubjedts thus reprefented will be found a key to many prevail- 
ing opinions of the time. But we do not find thofe of every century fo 
reprefented. During a long interval, viz. from the Art of the Catacombs 
to the illuminated MSS. of the 13th century, there appear to be neither 
books nor paintings which illuftrate this fubjedt. Such however no 
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doubt exifted, for the defigns in the fiihlia Pauperum, of the 1 5th cen- 
tury, are faid to have had their origin as early as the 9th century, and 
the invention of this fcheme of arrangement of the typical fubjedts of the 
Bible, “ in honour of God, and for the devotion of the laity,” is afcribed 
to St. Anfgarius, the firft Bifhop of Hamburg, who was fent into Saxony 
to convert the Pagans, and was called the Apoftle of the northern nations. 
No examples however remain of thefe earlier books, which were faid to 
have been ** written by cyphers and images called paintings.” They 
may probably have been fuch reprefentations as thofe of two bas-reliefs 
found in the Cloifter of the Cathedral at Bremen, which correfpond with 
thofe in the Biblia Pauperum, and have the fame Latin infcriptions. 
Others of the feries may have exifted, and though thefe may not have 
been of an earlier date than the 13 th century, yet it is not improbable 
that they were copied from the more ancient paintings or MSS. afcribed 
to St. Anfgarius. 

For the earlieft inftances of illuftration we muft look to the Art of 
the Catacombs, where the early Chriftians left fo many records, and 
amongft them many examples of what they believed to be typical fub- 
jedts of the Old Teftament. Thefe confift chiefly of the hiftorical Types, 
which are frequently repeated ; on the walls and ceilings of thefe fubter- 
ranean halls and galleries the favourite reprefentation of the Good Shep- 
herd is continually placed in the centre, furrounded by fcenes from the 
Old Teftament which were evidently thought to bear fome relation to 
it, and were chofen becaufe of their typical charadter, though the indi- 
vidual events of the Life of Chrift to which they might more particularly 
correfpond, — fuch as the Crucifixion and Refurredtion, — are never repre- 
fented. In the Sacrifice of Ifaac, in Noah, Mofes, Jonah and Daniel, 
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we cannot fail to fee characters which were confidered to have been, at 
leaft in fome of the aCts of their lives, typical of the Saviour. The 
Good Shepherd formed a central fubjeCt or figure, round which all thefe 
characters of the Old Teftament were gathered, and we cannot fee them 
fo placed without fuppofing an intimate connection between them to 
have been intended to be pointed out. 

The general belief which has exifted more or lefs in all periods, and 
was exprefled by St. Auguftine, when he declared that ** the Old Tefta- 
ment is one great prophecy of the New,” is the fource from which all 
the modifications of opinion, and their reprefen tation in Art, have taken 
their rife. It is now generally believed that the principle of application 
was too widely extended by the writers of the Early and Middle Ages, 
fome of whom, without laying down any regular plan of interpretation, 
believed that they faw in every event and character of the Old Tefta- 
ment a Type, or at leaft a Similitude, of fome perfon or event in the 
New. The ideas of the early Chriftian writers were carried on and 
even extended by thofe of the Middle Ages, and it was chiefly towards 
the end of the 13th century that this fyftem of interpretation was gene- 
rally adopted. 

Copies of the Bible were made at this period in France, Italy and 
the Netherlands, in which every circumftance was interpreted either by 
fome other event in the Holy Scriptures, or in the hiftory of the Church 
and the world. Of this kind is the Bible of the 1 3th century in the 
Britifti Mufeum from which feveral examples are given in the following 
Plates, and thofe alfo of the 14th and 15th centuries in the Imperial 
Library at Paris, all of which contain the lame fubjeCts with but little 
variation, except as regards the ftyle of Art. 
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This fyftem of placing together the Types and Figures of the Bible 
was ftill popular in the 1 5th and 1 6th centuries, and it became more 
widely fpread at this period from the circumftance that it was adopted 
in the firft books illuftrated with woodcuts. The Biblia Pauperum, and 
the Speculum human® Salvationis, produced in the 1 5th century, con- 
filled entirely of examples of fuch fimilitudes or analogies between the 
Old Teftament and the New, befides many of the more generally recog- 
nized Types. They were intended to make the contents of the Bible 
popular for the unlearned ; and yet they could hardly have been accef- 
fible to the poor man for whom they were defigned, even though copies 
of thefe books could be more eafily multiplied than thofe which were 
executed entirely by the hand of writers and illuminators. 1 Copies of 
thefe are fcarce at the prefent time, and they are highly valued as con- 
taining the earliell Ipecimens of the Art of wood-engraving, befides the 
interell of the defigns in themfelves, feme of which have considerable 
expreflion and grace.* 

The quaintnefs of many of thefe defigns may appear Harding to thofe

glafs of Cathedrals and Churches ; in France, thofe of Auch, Chartres and Bourges may be 
mentioned, and in England, befides a few examples in ancient country Churches, as at St. 
Neot’s in Cornwall, there is a very complete feries in the windows of King’s College Chapel, 
Cambridge, dating between 1516-32, which feems to be nearly a repetition of the fubje&s in 
the Biblia Pauperum. 

* In thefe days of more generally diffufed learning, we can hardly imagine how great may 
have been the value and importance of fiich inftru&ion in fecred things conveyed through 
pictures to thofe, for inftance, who could not read. I was reminded of this thought by hear- 
ing lately of a poor unlettered man in a remote country village who was unable to read, but 
in his laft illnefs he had a Bible with old woodcuts continually before him, by which he was 
able to dwell upon fecred fubje&s with much evident fetisfe&ion and comfort. 
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who are not accuftomed to the ftyle of Art which prevailed during the 
periods from which they are taken. Notwithftanding this, I think they 
fhould be looked at as true expreffions of the feelings and opinions of 
the time with regard to the fubjedts they illuftrate, with which view 
indeed, and not with any idea of their intrinlic merit, they have been 
feledted. Whatever other value they may have had at the time, the 
books from which they are taken will be confidered valuable now, when 
we recollect that “ thought which is the moft evanefcent of all things, 
becomes through their medium, the moft permanent of all things.” 
And further, when it is remembered that in this 13th century, (from 
which fo many of thefe fubjedts are dated,) Cimabue and Giotto, the 
great revivers of painting, had fcarcely yet arifen in the fouthern world 
of Art, with their new difcoveries of grace and nature, and that the 
north had yet to wait another century before the revival of painting was 
brought about by the great mafter Van Eyck, — the defigns of thefe 
illuminated books, executed by painters whofe names are long fince 
forgotten, (if indeed they were ever known beyond the walls of their 
Monafteries,) will not be confidered entirely without intereft, even as 
regards the hiftory and progrefs of Art, ftruggling, as it was, into new 
life and vigour during this period. 

The exaggerated application of the principle of interpretation 
adopted by many of the earlier writers was denounced by the German 
Reformers as a lyftem of “ trifling and foolifh fables but they, like 
their predecefiors, laid down no definite rules for a better underftanding 
of the fubjedt ; and notwithftanding this adverfe expreffion of opinion, it 
was revived even in England, in the 17th century, by fome who went 
as far in their explanation of the Types of the Bible, as any previous 
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interpreters had gone. This again led to the unbelief of the next 
century (viz. the 18th) in the whole fyftem, and to the rejection of all 
typical interpretations by many writers, though another revival of the 
former fyftem followed upon this. In a careful avoidance of this 
extreme, fome have rejected all Types but thofe which are actually 
recognized as fuch in the Bible, while others, without returning to the 
former extravagant fyftem of interpretation, have yet extended the fub- 
jedt beyond thefe limits. In this ftate it at prefent refts. 

It feems to be feared by fome in thefe days that fuch interpretations 
of the Old Teftament may give rile to a feeling of unreality about thofe 
older records, as if now that they were tranflated into, and fulfilled in, 
thefe later, higher fadts, they were henceforth nothing in themfelves. 
I need hardly fay that a refult the very contrary to this has been my aim 
in bringing into notice thefe examples of typical interpretation. Far from 
leflening our belief in the importance and reality of every fadt and 
narrative of that Older Difpenfation, it feems to lead us to ftudy them 
more deeply, and with a more profound faith, containing, as we believe 
they do, not only the hiftory of God’s people and faithful fervants, whofe 
lives are full of examples to ourfelves and all future ages, but alfo the 
likenefs and fhadow of a far higher glory and holinefs, which was to be 
revealed ages after they had been gathered to their fathers.

The fubjedt cannot be confidered an unimportant one, though doubt- 
lefs many difficulties are involved in it. It has been difcufted at intervals 
during the whole period of the Church’s hiftory, and amidft many errors 
and extravagances which have frequently accompanied it, ftill we cannot 
but difcern a foundation of truth lying beneath them all, and the exift- 
ence of a beautiful and grand idea, which has been well exprefted in 
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nearly the fame words as thofe of St. Auguftine before quoted : — “ The 
entire Old Teftament is a great prophecy, a great Type of Him who 
was to come and has come.” 

It Should be obferved that the interpretations here illustrated cannot 
be laid to belong to any particular period, or branch, of the Church. 
Some of them have been traced from the earlieft Christian times, and 
have been found re-appearing here and there up to the prefent time, 
varying indeed in degree and extent, but Still with a thread of agreement 
and unity running through them all. 

Thofe who faw in every event, and in every righteous character of 
the Old Teftament a Shadow of that perfect Righteoufnefs which had 
been from the beginning, but which was to be revealed hereafter — of 
Him, after whom men were dimly feeling — whom He, the Great Anti- 
type Himfelf laid, Abraham not only thus dimly felt after, but whofe 
day he faw afar off, and of whom Mofes alfo wrote, — thofe furely had 
the perception of a great truth, notwithstanding all the weaknefs and 
imperfection of their human understanding, which fometimes led them 
beyond the bounds of a fober faith into the mazes of fancy and imagina- 
tion. Such a Syftem of interpretation, even in its perverftons, could not 
have existed without a firm conviction of the perfect unity in defign and 
character of the Old and New Teftaments. The two could not have 
been thus blended together by thofe who did not believe that the one 
was the true fulfilment and carrying out of the other, and that in the 
hiftory and events of the Old Teftament were to be found the true in- 
terpretations of God’s dealings with men, for all fucceeding ages. 

In every age frefh attempts have been made to fearch into and folve 
the myfteries of the Holy Scriptures, but not all the labours of eighteen

centuries of Chriftian learning have exhaufted their treafures. This 
mine of inexhauftible wealth, this unfathomable well of living water is 
ftill open to all, inviting thofe who leek in every land to come to it. 
The labours of the paft may encourage the labourers both of the prefent 
and future to “ fearch the Scriptures” yet more diligently, in the hope 
of a more abundant reward, knowing that every word has been written 
for our learning, and cannot be intended to fall to the ground without 
profiting us.

HO is the figure of him that was to come.” Rom. v. 14. 

** The firft man Adam was made a living foul; the laft Adam 
was made a quickening fpirit.” 1 Cor. xv. 45. 

“ As there is a fimilitude, a refemblance and analogy, between 
the type and the antitype in fome things, lo there is ever a diflimilitude, and a 
dilparity, between them in other things; it is lb in all limilitudes; elfe, inftead 
of fimilitude there would be identity ; as in Adam : the Apoftle lhows the difparity 
. as well as the fimilitude between the type and antitype.” 1 

“ By Adam’s fin we are all driven out of Paradife and earthly pleafure, in 
which we lhould have enjoyed an inconftant happinefs ; but by Chrift we are 
brought into the heavenly Paradife, our Father’s houle.”* 

“ Even the Jewilh Rabbins dilcerned the reality of fome connexion between 
the hiftory of the Fall and that of Redemption ; one remarks, * as the firft man 
was the man that finned, fo lhall the Mefiiah be the one to do fin away they 
entertained the convidtion of a general correlpondence between Him as the fecond 
Head and Reftorer of humanity, and Adam, the firft head and occafion of its 
downfall. Adam was in this refpedt * the figure,’ or type, * of Him that was to 
come.’ The point of agreement Hands in the circumftance, that in the relation 
held by one to a fallen, by the other to a redeemed, offspring, the dodtrine of 
Headlhip was alike landtioned and adted on by God ; the natural feed of Adam 
were dealt with as one with himlelf, firft in tranlgrefiion, then in death, the wages 
of tranlgrefiion ; and in like manner the Ipiritual leed of Chrift are dealt with as 
one with Him ; firft in the glorious righteoufnefs which He brought in, and then 
in the eternal life which is its appointed recompenfe from the Father.” 3

** The firft Adam, through pride, difobeyed the mod eafy precept ; and the 
laft Adam obeyed the mod difficult command. The firft Adam, being a man, 
affe&ed to be as God ; — the fecond Adam, being God, was found in fafhion as a 
man. The firft Adam was afiaulted by the devil in Paradife, and was overcome : — 
the fecond Adam was tempted in the wildernefs by the fame malicious Spirit, but 
He was a Conqueror.”*

“ Death derived its exiftence originally from, and is ever to be afiociated with, 
the wrath of God. It was the penalty annexed to the breach of that law which 
was impofod upon our firft Parents : * in the day that thou eateft thereof thou ftialt 
furely die.’ It was the juft expreffion of God’s righteous indignation againft fin. 
To this, as to all the other effedts of God’s curfe, Chrift voluntarily fubmitted 
Himfelf ; and by His fo fubmitting Himfelf the wrath of God was appeafed. 
Having undergone the extreme of mental anguifo and bodily torture He paid the 
great temporal penalty which Adam had incurred. He went the way of all the 
earth ; the grave clofed upon His lacerated Body, the unfeen Realm, whither Ipeeds 
the difembodied Spirit, received His human Soul within its myfterious portals.” 4

ND he called his name Noah, faying, This fame J, hall comfort us 
concerning our work and toil of our hands, becaufe of the ground 
which the Lord hath curfed." Gen. v. 29. 

“ When once the longfuffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing, wherein few, that is, eight 
fouls were faved by water. The like figure whereunto even baptifm doth alfo now fave 
us, (not the putting away of the filth of the flefh , but the anfwer of a good confcience 
toward God,) by the refurreRion of Jefus Chrift.” St. Peter iii. 20, 21. 

“ Alone perfect in his generation ; his obedience complete ; heir of the right- 
eoufnels which is by faith.” 

“ Therefore he called him by a name fignifying ceafing or reft ; lo of Chrift ; 
* Thou lhalt call His name Jefus : for He lhall fave His people from their fins ; ’ 
He lhall be the true Noah that lhall caule God’s wrath to ceale, and bring the 
alfli&ed loul to true reft and tranquillity.” 1 

" The thoughts of believers were carried forward to the coming redemption by 
the tranfa&ion entered into with Noah after the deftru&ion of the old world by the 
flood, when, for the lake of all flelh, God formed this covenant with that righteous 
man, the head in a lenle of a new world, pledging His word that no fecond deluge 
Ihould again fweep the earth of its inhabitants, but that feed-time and harveft, cold 
and heat, fummer and winter, Ihould not ceale while the earth remained.”* 

“ The Deluge muft be confidered, not in all its circumftances of minute detail, 
but in the grand purpofe for which it was lent, as a lort of baptifm to Noah, or 
outward ordinance, by means of which, through faith in the Word of God, he 
found deliverance from the dangers to which he was expofed, and reached a con- 
dition of peace and lafety. The Ark is commonly viewed as reprefenting the 
Church, in which God’s faithful people ride fecure amid the Iwelling waves and 
perilous ftorms of life.”*

7%# Good Shepherd carrying the Loft Sheep, furrounded by four fubjefts , repre- 
Jenting Noah in the Ark, Abraham and IJaac, Daniel in the Lion's Den, and the 
Raijing of Lazarus. From a ceiling in the Catacombs of Rome. Thefe fubjeCts 
are frequently found placed together in the early Chriftian reprefentations, and they 
doubtlefs bear reference to the central one, befides an alluflon to the doCtrine of the 
Refurredion, fo often met with in the Catacombs. There are feveral points in 
which Noah has been confidered to be a type of Chrift. 

** Both of them were makers of an Ark, and Matters of it, but Noah of a 
material, Chrift of a fpiritual, the Church ; Noah to fave finners from the Deluge 
of waters temporal ; Chrift to fave finners from the Deluge of God’s wrath eternal. 
As Noah prepared divers rooms in the Ark for divers creatures, fo Chrift in His 
Ark appoints divers places and fundions for believers here, and prepares in His 
Father’s houfe many manfions for them hereafter. As Noah makes a door to enter 
into the Ark, and but one door for fo very great a building, fo there is but one 
doorto the great building of the Church, difperfed far and wide, and this is Chrift 
Himfelf. As Noah himfelf entered into the Ark and abode there all the time of 
danger and totting by the waters, fo our Lord abides ftill in the fame fhip of the 
Church with us. Noah’s Ark indeed by totting and beating of the waters may be 
weakened and made worfe, but Chrift’s Ark the Church is made better and ftronger 
by trials and afflictions. The Ark had a rime to be freed from the waters of the 
Deluge, fo the Church hath a time for her deliverance. When the flood of waters 
abated, the Ark refted on the mountain of Ararat ; fo when the waters of affliction 
are dried up, the Church hath her reft on the holy mountain of God.” 1

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Plate III.— ABRAHAM AND ISAAC. 


ND He /aid, T ike now thy Jon, thine only Jon IJaac , whom thou 
loveft , and get thee into the Land of Moriah , and offer him there for 
a burnt offering , upon one of the mountains which I fliall tell 
thee of." Gen. xxii. 2. 

“ He f pared not his own Son , but delivered him up for us all." 
Rom. viii. 32. 

“ The Patriarchs and Prophets and Pfalms all fpeak to us by type and pro- 
phecy of the things concerning Chrift’s death. Does not Abraham’s voluntary 
furrender of Ilaac, his only fon, remind us of the love of Him who fpared not His 
own Son ? and in the meek fubmiflive Ifaac do we not fee a faint image of Him 
who laid down His life for us, faying, * Father, not my will, but Thine be done ” 1 
** Like Ifaac, He was Son and Heir, — the Son of God and Heir of all things. 
A beloved Son ; for He was daily His delight before the mountains were brought 
forth ; and oftener than once it was declared by a voice from the excellent Glory, 
‘ This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleafed.’ An only Son : for angels 
and faints, though ftyled the fons of God, have no claim to fuch a fonfhip as the 
filial Godhead is pofTeffed of. The event of His birth, like Ifaac’s, was long fore- 
told, and ardently expected before it happened : but though long delayed, the 
promife was punctually fulfilled at the appointed time. His name imported joy 
and gladnefs. In Jefus, the true Ifaac, our mouths fhall be filled with laughter, 
and our tongues with melody. ... It was for no crime that Ifaac was to fuffer 
death ; yet fuch was his filial piety, fuch was the reverence of his high command, 
that he made no attempt to fave his life, though he was able to have done it. 
Even fo, the innocent Redeemer, in whom was found no caule of death, no not by 
His very judge. He abhorred not the ignominious Crofs ; * I lay down my life,’ 
He fays ; * no man taketh it from me.’ ”*

the two following fubje&s are from a Bible of the 13th cent. (Brit. Mus.) 

“ Afk you the manner of His death ? behold it in this lively type ; for as Ifaac 
carried the wood, fo the beloved Son of God carried His crofs.” 1 

** Ifaac carried the wood whereon he was bound to Moriah ; fo did Chrift carry 
the Crofs whereon He was nailed to Golgotha, and fo the wood was firft laid upon 
them both, and then they were laid upon the wood. Ifaac without refinance, with- 
out repining or reply, willingly yields himfelf to his Father even unto death : fo 
was Chrift obedient to His Father, even unto death. So each of them was led 
away like a Lamb to the flaughter, as is faid of Chrift.”* 

The marginal references of the Bible point out the refemblance which is here 
illuftrated.

“ It is a circumftance by no means unworthy of our careful attention, that the 
true propitiation was offered up nearly in the fame place where the beloved fbn of 
Abraham was to expire upon the altar. Ye mountains of Moriah ! your name may 
now be Jehovah-jireh for better reafons than when the ram was caught by Abraham 
in the thicket, and which he offered for his Ifaac ; for God has now provided Him- 
felf a Lamb, aud in thefe mountains the Lord was feen putting away fin by the 
facrifice of Himfelf.”* 

The 22nd chapter of Genefis, in which this event is recorded, is appointed to 
be read on Good Friday.

ESUS Chrift is the true Joleph, if you view Him as a beloved 
fon — an aftedionate brother — an illuminated prophet — a refifter 
of temptations — a forgiver of injuries ; but chiefly if you confider 
Him as an innocent fufFerer — an exalted prince — and a univerlal 
Saviour. Like Joleph, He was a beloved Son, whom God the 
Father has blefled above all His brethren.” 1 

“ It is unqueftionably in Chrift that we are to leek for the firft and higheft 
fulfilment of this type. He is pre-eminently the eled of God, the child of pro- 
mile, the Holy One of Ifrael, in whom faith, and every principle of a divine life 
had its perfed exercile ; therefore was He alio, in a fenle in which no others could 
be, the Beloved of the Father, treated to the dignity of a Son in the houle, made 
partaker even of the whole fulnefs of the Godhead, and the dilpenfer of life and 
blefling to all the members of the houfehold.” 1 

“ Here is the King and Deliverer, the brother, the Jofeph of the family, who 
is to become its head, who is to preferve its life. Thefe events of His childhood, 
the deaths which accompany it. His own deliverance, conned Him with the hiftory 
of His land.”* 

“ The converfion of Ifrael to Jefus of Nazareth is indeed an indubitable fu- 
turity, but as a national movement it will be brought about by a dired Providence. 
The hiftory of Joleph contains this prophetic conlummation in an unmiftakeable 
enigma. The Great Joleph is rejeded of His brethren, fold to the Gentiles, 
acknowledged by the nations as the Saviour of the world, and the difpenfer of the 
manifold grace of God to all that hunger after righteoulnels. The famine of the 
divine word will yet bring the fons of Ifrael * along with the nations that come ; ’ 
they will recognife in the Lord of the countries Him whom they had rejeded ; 
they will magnify Him whom once they defpifed, and in thole days peace lhall be 
eftablilhed upon Ifrael.”*

Jofeph' s brethren confpire againft him. Chrift rejected by the Jews. Thefe and 
the following fubje&s are from a Bible of the 13th cent. (Brit. Mus.) 

“ Envy was the motive on which the Patriarchs fold Jofeph ; and Chrift was 
accufod and condemned on the fame principle. When Jofeph declared his dreams 
which fignified his future fuperiority over his whole family, * his brethren hated him 
yet the more for his dreams and for his words.’ .... So when Chrift aflerted His 
own dignity. His brethren took up ftones to caft at Him for making Himfolf the 
Son of God.” 1 

“ As he was hated by his brethren, fo Jefus came to * His own, and His own 
received Him not.’ ”* 


Figs. 3, 4. 

Jofeph Jold to the IJhmaelites by his brethren. Chrift fold to the Jews by Judas. 

“ * Come let us kill him’ was the language of the brethren both of Jofeph and 
of Jefus ; they were both fold for pieces of money ; both became fervants ; both 
were * numbered with tranfgreflors.’ ”* 

“ Who were the enemies of Jofeph ? The Patriarchs ; his own brethren . . . 
All thefe particulars were exa&ly verified in the perfon of Chrift ; His brethren 
moved with envy fold Him for money, and delivered Him to the Gentiles. The 
brother who advifed the felling of Jofeph was Judah, who anfwers even in his name 
to the traitor that fold Jefus Chrift ; but the guilt which attends his name extends 
to the whole nation of the Jews, of whom Judah among the twelve Patriarchs, and 
Judas among the twelve Apoftles, were the reprefentatives.” 1

“ Though Jofeph was fhot at by the archers, yet his arm was 
ftrengthened, the bonds and fetters were loofed, and he not only 
brought out of prifon, but advanced to be Lord over the whole Land and next 
unto Pharaoh, having all adminiftration delivered unto him: fo Jefus Chrift, 
although He was a fign of contradi&ion, yet His arm was ftrengthened to raife 
Himfelf out of the grave to loofe all chains of fin, to loofe all forrows of death, and 
being rifen again was advanced and exalted above all creatures, all power given Him 
in heaven and earth, the Lord of His Church and ruler of the whole earth ; to Him 
is committed the government.” 1

Pharaoh exalts Jofeph. Chrift's Afcenfton ; the Difciples worfhip Him. 

“ And he made him to ride in the fecond Chariot that he had, and they cried 
before him.

“ As Pharaoh every way honoured Jofeph, as he richly decks and attires him, 
puts a golden chain on his neck, and every man muft bow to him, fo God the 
Father hath highly exalted His Son Jefus, and given Him not only the rich robes 
of immortality and glory, but a Name above all names, that at His Name every 
knee fhall bow.” 1

ND did all drink the fame fpiritual drink: for they drank of that 
fpiritual Rock that followed them : and that Rock was Chrift .” 
i Cor. x. 4. 

“ The Rock by its water accompanied the Ifraelites ; lb 
Chrift by His Spirit goes with His difciples even to the end of the world.” 1 

“ The Apoftle calleth it a fpiritual Rock, both for being miraculous in effects, 
and for being a type of what was to come ; it was both miraculous and fignificant. 
Moft plainly he affirmeth, * and that Rock was Chrift ; ’ ‘ not in fubftance, but in 
fignification,’ faith Aquinas. The Rock was a type of Chrift, three ways ; as it 
was a Rock ; as out of it ifTued water ; in the manner of obtaining. It was a type 
of Chrift, as it lent out water in abundance to the people of Ifrael ready to perifh 
for thirft. For fo Jefus Chrift is the only Rock that fends from Himfelf all the 
fweet waters of life for the falvation of His eleft, otherwife ready to perifh eter- 
nally.”* 

" The Apoftle is drawing a parallel between the cafe of the Church in the wil- 
demefs and that of the Church under the Gofpel, with an efpecial reference to the 
Sacraments of Bapdfm and the Lord’s Supper ; there can be no doubt that he has 
its elements in view when he calls the one the fpiritual food of which the Ifraelites 
ate, and the other the fpiritual drink of which they drank, naming alfo the latter 
* Chrift.’ Chrift minifters to His people abundance of fpiritual refrefhment, 
while they are on their way to the heavenly inheritance.”*

into wine. Chrift multiplying the loaves and fifties. From a bas-relief on a Sarco- 
phagus in the Catacombs of Rome. This is one of the moft frequent fubje&s in 
the leries of reprefentations in the Catacombs. Placed in connection with the fym- 
bolic figure of the Saviour, or with fcenes in which He is more literally reprefented, 
we muft fuppofe it to have a typical allufion ; either it is intended to fhow that 
“ that Rock was Chrift,” or a companion is pointed out between the afts of Moles 
and thole of Chrift, as in the prefent inftance, each bearing the rod of power in his 
hand, though the two ideas are not at all incompatible. So obvious a type was 
naturally a favourite fubjeCt for illuftration during all periods of Art, but in later 
times the water flowing from the fmitten Rock was more particularly applied to the 
Blood iiluing from the fide of Chrift. 1 In the Catacombs we do not find any direCt 
allufions to the Crucifixion, and we may fuppofe therefore that only the more 
general points of refemblance are indicated between the Leader of the people of 
Ifrael through the wildernels, and the Good Shepherd who guides His flock through 
the barren defert to the green paftures of the Heavenly Canaan.

HE Lord thy God will raife up unto thee a Prophet from the midft 
of thee , of thy brethren , like unto me; unto him fhall ye hearken." 
Deut. xviii. 15. 

“ Who was faithful to him that appointed him , as alfo Mofes 
was faithful in all his houfe." Heb. iii. 2. 

“ There was a fimilitude, but yet there was not a parity ; for Chrift was far 
above Mofes. Heb. iii. 3, 5. We may fee it in thefe particulars ; in regard of 
his birth ; in his perfonal qualifications ; in the whole courfe of his life ; in the clofe 
of it. . . . Is this fimilitude and correfpondence in fo many things the effeft of 
mere chance ? Let us fearch all the records of univerfal hiftory, and fee if we can 
find a man who was lb like to Mofes as Chrift was, and lb like to Chrift as Mofes 
was. If we cannot find fuch an one, then have we found Him of whom Mofes in 
the Law and the Prophets did write, Jefus of Nazareth, the Son of God.” 1 

" The Prophets of the Old Teftament faw vifions and dreamed dreams ; all 
the Prophets of the New were in the lame ftate ; but Chrift neither law vifions nor 
dreamed dreams, but had an intimate and immediate communion with the Father. 

. . . Mofes and Chrift are the only two in all the lacred hiftory who had this com- 
munion with God.”* 

“ In the fulnels of time there did arife a Prophet in Ifrael like unto Mofes, 
whom the Lord knew face to face ; like him alfo in the figns and wonders which 
He did, and in the authority with which He was invefted ; and that Prophet was 
Jefus of Nazareth. Chrift was predi&ed and typified by Mofes as a Prophet, as a 
Lawgiver, as a Mediator and Prieft, as a King.”*

“ Moles in his infancy was wonderfully preferved from the cruelty of a tyrant, 
and from the deftrudtion of all the male children : fo was Quilt” 1 

“ The time for the deliverer appearing and entering on the mighty work given 
him to do, as it lhould be the one fitted: for the purpofe, lo it mull be the one 
chofen and fixed by God. It might feem long in coming to many whofe hearts 
groaned beneath the yoke of the adverlary, but the Lord knew bell when it lhould 
take place, and with unerring precifion determined it beforehand. Hence we read 
of Chrift’s appearance having occurred in ‘ due time,’ or ‘ in the fulnefs of time.’ 
The deliverer muft be in the ftrifteft fenfe the brother of thofe whom he came to 
redeem ; bone of their bone, and flelh of their flelh ; partaker not merely of their 
nature, but allb of their infirmities, their dangers and their lufferings. Though He 
had come from the higheft Heaven to accomplifh the work, ftill it was not as clad 
with the armoury, and fparkling with the glory of the upper fanftuary, that He 
muft enter on it, but as the feed of the vanquifhed woman, the child of promile in 
the family of God, and Himfelf having experience of the loweft depths of lorrow 
and abafement which fin had brought upon them. The child Mofes owed his 
prefervation to a member of Pharaoh’s houfe, and in that houfe found a fit afylum 
and nurfing place. The Captain of our falvation had thus alfo to be helped ; for 
though born of the tribe of Judah, He had to leek elfewhere the fafety and protec- 
tion which * His own’ denied him, and partly was indebted for His prefervation to 
that very Egypt which had lheltered the infancy of Mofes.”*

Figs. 9, 10.

“ The 1 14th Pfalm celebrates the Exodus, or going forth of 
the Children of Ifrael from Egypt, and their redemption from 
the tyranny of Pharaoh. Chriftians ufe it as typical of a far higher redemption ; 
they praife God for having taken them out of the world, as out of a land of ftrange 
people, and brought them to ferve God in His fanftuary and under His do- 
minion.” 1

Mojes appointing feventy Elders. Chrift fending forth feventy Difciples. From 
the Bedford Miflal ; a MS. of the 15th cent. (Brit. Mus.) 

“ Mofes chofe and appointed feventy Elders to be over the people: Chrift 
chofe fuch a number of difciples. The Spirit which was in Mofes was conferred 
in fome degree upon the feventy Elders, and they prophefied : Chrift conferred 
miraculous powers upon His feventy Difciples.”*

Mofes blefting the eleven fons of Jacob. Chrift blefjing the eleven Apoftles. 

“ The cafe of Mofes and the Ifraelites ihadows forth as in a type, the intercef- 
lion of Chrift. Mofes, the teacher and guide of Ifrael, is about to leave his people ; 
before his departure he addreftes them, and reminds them of all that God had done 
for them through his means ; he had been the mediator through whom their benefits 
had been conferred. This office of mediator is a type of the work which Chrift 
now carries on at the right hand of God. Before His Afeenfion He addrefied His 
difciples ; He had before inculcated the precepts of love and obedience as the only 
paths in which to walk fafely through the dangers of this wildernefs. Now that 
He is about to leave them, He reminds them of all the mercies beftowed on them 
through His means.” 1 

“ Thou art our Mofes out of fight. 

Speak for us, or we perifh quite.”’

ND JoJbua the Jon of Nun was full of the fpirit of wtfdom .” 
Deut. xxxiv. 9. 

“ Both were Saviours ; both had the name Jefus, both faved 
their people, the type from temporal and external enemies, the 
truth from fpiritual and eternal. Jolhua entereth and taketh pofleflion for himfelf 
and for all the people ; fo our Jolhua hath entered and taken pofleflion, and led 
us into the pofleflion of our heavenly Canaan.” 1 

“ The fcenes prefented to our view in the concluding chapters of Revelation 
are but an expanflon to the affairs of a whole world, and the deftinies of a coming 
eternity, of thofe which we find depicted in the wars of Jolhua. In thefe awful 
Icenes we fee on the one hand, the Captain of the Lord’s hoft, of whom Jolhua was 
but a fervant and imperfect type, and alfo the hoft itfelf of a redeemed and eledt 
Church, with the fure word of promife and the refiftlefs artillery of Heaven on 
their fide ; while on the other hand we have the doomed enemies of God and the 
Church long borne with, but now at laft delivered to judgment, till the fpiritual 
wickednefles being bound and call out of their abufed pofleflion, the new Heavens 
and the new Earth rife into view, where defilement cannot enter, and righteoufnefs 
for ever dwells.”* 

“ Jolhua was a type of our Saviour, inafmuch as he led the chofen people of 
God fafely through Jordan, after their forty years’ journey through the great wil- 
dernefs. For our Saviour is He who has conquered death and leads His people 
lafely through the Iwellings of Jordan, after their day of trial is over in this world of 
temptation, and fo brings them into the glories of His promifed kingdom. More- 
over Jolhua was the Captain of the Lord’s Hofts, under whom the Ifraelites fought 
fuccelsfully againft all their ftrong enemies. He led them forth to battle, and 
called his chief men and made them put their feet on the necks of all the kings 
that fought againft them, until he gave them reft in that happy land which he had 
before Ipied out for them. Even lo our true Jolhua makes His people more than 
conquerors over all their foes, and will at laft beat down Satan under their feet for 
ever.”*

Figs, i, i . 

Jofhua is commanded to ob/erve the book of the Law, and to lead the children of 
Ifrael over for dan into the Promifed Land. Chrift gives the Gofpel to His difciples, 
and guides them to the Heavenly Canaan. From a Bible of the 13th cent. (Brit. 
Mus.) 

** At laft the favoured nation of the Jews are brought into their promifed reft, 
under the conduft of their valiant General. He put them in quiet pofleflion of 
that happy country which before he had {pied out for them. So Jefus Chrift hath 
introduced us, not into a temporal reft, like thine, O Jofhua ! but into a fpiritual 
and eternal reft, an incorruptible and undefiled inheritance, which the law could 
not do.” 1

Jofhua enters upon bis work in paffing over Jordan. Chrift' s Baptifm in the river 
Jordan at the beginning of His miniftry. From a Bible of the 14th cent. (Bib. 
Imp. Paris.) 

“ In this river God was pleafed for the firft time to magnify His fervant Jofhua 
in the fight of all the tribes of Ifrael ; and in this river, it pleafed God to give the 
firft moft public teftimony to Jefus Chrift, when the heavens feemed to open at 
His Baptifm and the Holy Ghoft defcended in the likenefs of a dove, and a voice 
from the excellent glory proclaimed His high chara&er.” 1 

Figs. 5, 6. 

Jofhua commands the Ark to be carried round the walls of Jericho. ‘The Apoftles 
carrying the Gofpel through the world. From a MS. of the 15th cent. (Bib. Imp.) 

“ Jofhua becompafling the walls of Jericho, and the long blaft of rams’ horns 
overthrew the walls of it. Our Jofhua by as weak and vile means in the eye of 
flefh, even by the found and blaft of the Gofpel, {hakes down daily the high and 
thick walls of the Devil and Antichrift’s kingdom, and of the Jericho of this world, 
which refills the people of God in their paftage to Canaan. By the preaching of 
the Gofpel, typified by the found of the trumpets, our Jofhua overthrows the wif- 
dom, power, feeming fan&ity, and whatfoever ftrength of flefh is oppofed to the 
power of the Gofpel.”*

It is well known that the fubjeCt of Orpheus was adopted by 
the early Chriftians as a fymbol of the time when the nations of the earth lhould 
be attracted to Chrift by the found of the Gofpel. In this reprefentation from the 
Catacombs it forms the central fubjeCt, and there mull be a connection between it 
and the furrounding Icenes ; they mull have been intended to refer to Him, of 
whom Orpheus was the fymbol, who was the Life and Light of the world, and 
lhould overcome and deftroy Death : all thefe four fcenes allude to a deliverance, or 
victory over animal life ; (and in this fenfe may alfo have pointed to the Refurrec- 
tion ;) Moles, the Deliverer of his people, is Unking water from the dead rock, 
Daniel is triumphant in the midll of death and danger, David the Conqueror is 
about to dellroy the enemy of his God with an apparently inadequate and humble 
power, and lallly, the Great Antitype Himfelf is calling forth Lazarus from the 
tomb, and bellowing new life upon the dead. 

The firll fubjeCt has already been conlidered as a type of Chrift, and here we fee 
the earlieft reprefentation of David in that character. 
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Plate XI.— DAVID. 


ND David my Jervant /hall he King over them ; and they all ) hall 
have one /hepherd. . . . My Jervant David J hall he their Prince for 
ever.” Ezek. xxxvii. 24, 25. 

" The Lord God J, hall give unto Him the throne of His father 
David; and He J hall reign over the houfe of Jacob for ever ; and 
of His kingdom there J, hall he no end.” St. Luke i. 32. 

“ The Mefliah is ftyled David, becaufe as He was prefigured by David in 
many refpe&s, fb He was to defcend from him.” 1 

“ It required the lives of both David and Solomon to forefhadow in its com- 
pletenefs the one life of Chrift in His kingdom ; the events of the firft having 
refpedt chiefly to His entrance on the kingdom, amid many difficulties, trials, fuffer- 
ings and victories ; the events of the fecond having refpeft to the final fettlement, 
peace and glory of the kingdom, when the reftitution of all things fhall have 
come, and Mefliah fhall no longer reign in the midft of His enemies, but with 
thefe put for ever beneath His feet. The conftant fucceflion in the earthly king- 
dom, fo long as it lafted, undoubtedly forefhadowed the endlefs perpetuity of domi- 
nion in the heavenly ; the whole is viewed as one interminable line ftretching 
onward from the prefent occupant of the throne of Ifrael to the inveftiture of Him 
who was to “ fit upon the throne of David for ever, and of whole dominion there 
fhould be no end.”*

Figs, i, 2. 

David overcoming Goliath with a fling and a ftone. Chrift vanquiflting the Devil 
with the Crofs and the Word of God. This idea of comparing Chrift’s conquering 
the Devil, not with carnal weapons, but limply by the Word of God, with the 
image of David and Goliath, is taken from the writings of many of the early 
Fathers, and is found frequently repeated in later works. This and the fol- 
lowing fubje&s are from a Bible of the 13th cent. (Brit. Mus.) 

“ As David overcame the giant, lb has He of whom David was the type and 
figure, the Lord Jefus Chrift, overcome death, and trampled fin and Satan under 
His feet, and brought life and immortality to light for His people.” 1 

“ There is no comparifbn between the victories of David and the Son of this 
David, who hath flain the great Goliath, the Devil, who defied all the hoft of Ifrael, 
and not deftroyed the Devil only, but overcame death, hell, the grave, and chafed 
before Him all the armies of fins and bands of temptations which come out againft 
the Ifrael of God.”*

Saul commanding the Joldiers to take David. Pilate and Caiaphas commanding the 
foldiers to take Jefus. “ The 69th Pfalm, which was written by David at this period 
of his life, when he thought to have perifhed by the hand of Saul, has been fo 
applied by our Lord and His Apoftles in the New Teftament as to leave no doubt 
that it defcribes the fufferings of the Son of God in the day of His Paffion.”* 
And it is therefore one of the Pfalms appointed to be read on Good Friday. 

Figs. 5, 6 . 

David crowned and anointed King of the Jews. Chrift crowned King and fent 
to the Jews. “ Yet have I fet my King upon my holy hill of Sion.” Pfalm 
xi. 6. “ David was properly King of only one little comer in Judea, but the 
kingdom of Chrift, the true David, was from fea to lea, and to the world's end.” 
“ As when David was anointed the Spirit of God came upon him, and fitted him 
to the government of God’s people, fo our true David, Jefus Chrift, anointed with 
oil above all His fellows, was filled and furnifhed with the Spirit, and all needful 
graces for the adminiftering of His kingdom.”*

name Jhall be Solomon , and I will give peace and quietnejs unto 
IJrael in his days. He Jhall build an houfe for my name ; and he 
Jhall be my Jon , and I will be his father ; and I will eftablifh the 
throne of his kingdom over IJrael for ever." i Chron. xxii. 9, 10. Heb. i. 5. 

t( IBs name Jhall endure for ever : his name Jhall be continued as long as the fun : 
and men Jhall be blejfed in him : all nations Jhall call him blejfed." Pfalm lxxii. 17. 

“ But unto the Son he faith , Thy throne, O God, is for ever and ever : a Jceptre 
of righteoufnefs is the Jceptre of Thy kingdom. Thou haft loved righteoufnefs , and hated 
iniquity ; therefore God, even thy God, hath anointed thee with the oil of gladnefs 
above thy fellows." Heb. i. 8, 9. Pfalm xlv. 6 , 7. 

“ A notable type of Him, who Himfelf is the Prince of Peace, whofe fceptre 
is a Gofpel of peace, whofe fubje&s are Ions of peace, whofe kingdom Hands in 
righteoufnefs, joy, and peace, at whofe birth the angels fang, * Peace on earth, 
goodwill to man ! ’ ” 1 

“ In Solomon we behold a Son of David, and a King of Ifrael, furpafling all 
others in the graces of his perfon, and the Iplendour of his royal Hate, pre-eminent 
for his knowledge of divine truth and the rich flow of wifdom which was ever 
proceeding from his lips; mod fecure in his government, in his dominion mod 
extenfive, in his adminiftration mod profperous and peaceful, the object of univerfal 
admiration and delight ; in all, as near an exemplar as might be, of Him who was 
celebrated in the prophetic Pfalms.”* 

“ This is the King who * fhall be found as long as the fun and the moon en- 
dureth, whom all nations fhall call blefled.’ This is that Son 1 who fhall judge 
the people with righteoufnefs, and the poor with judgment.’ This is He in whom 
the prayers of David are ended.”*

this fcene of Chrift’s triumphant entry into Jerufalem, which was prophetic of the 
future triumph of His Church, the Heavenly Jerufalem. 

“ Chrift’s heritage, as Meffiah, is the whole of that earth, of which Solomon’s 
empire formed a part, and the hope of His Church is that fhe fhall * reign with 
Him upon the earth yet while Solomon’s dominion was confined to the bodies 
and temporal interefts of his people, Chrift’s fhall pre-eminently refpeft their fouls, 
and be chara&erifed by * righteoufhefs, and peace and joy in the Holy Ghoft.’ ” 1

Solomon's vifton ; the gift of wifdom befiowed upon him. Chrift with the Debtors 
in the Temple. From the Pomfret Miflal ; 16th cent. (Bodleian.) 

“ And all that heard him were aftonifhed at His underftanding and anfwers.” 
Luke ii. 47. 

“ Solomon excelled all other men in wifdom and knowledge, but Chrift is the 
Wifdom of the Father, and far excels Solomon, as in whom are * hid all the treafures 
of wifdom and knowledge.’ ”* 

“ The wifdom which Solomon prayed for and purfued with fo true and eameft 
a heart, was not a wifdom which could die with him, or which his forgetfulnefs of 
it could kill. * The Lord poftefled me,’ fays the writer of the book of Proverbs, 
‘ in the beginning of His way, before His works of old. I was let up from ever- 
lafting, from the beginning, or ever the earth was.’ * In the beginning was the 
Word,’ fays St. John, * and the Word was with God, and the Word was God. 
All things were made by Him, and without Him was not anything made that was 
made.’ * And this Word was made flefh and dwelt among us.”’* 

In this illuftration “ the Word” is reprefented as fhowing forth His wifdom 
before men, aftonifhing them by its wonderful difplay ; a wifdom higher than that 
which the Queen of Sheba came to hear from the lips of Solomon, proving that 
“ a greater than Solomon is here.”

The Font of 
Baptifm ; God beftows His grace and blejjing on His Church.

“ The builder of God’s Temple prefigured that Son of David, 
greater than himfelf, whofe throne fhould be as the days of Heaven, the Maker 
and Builder of a fpiritual Temple.” 1 

" Solomon was chofen by God to build Him a houfe that He might dwell in 
it continually. And as the builder of this holy Temple, he is a type of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, who is the Builder of the true Temple of God, the Church. He is 
the true Solomon who builds this holy houfe not with dead but with living ftones ; 
which being fitly framed together grow into a holy temple in the Lord, a fpiritual 
houfe, ‘ in whom we alfo are builded together for an habitation of God through the 
Spirit.’ ‘ For know ye not that ye who are baptifed into Chrift are the temple of 
God?”’*

“ The 45th Pfalm was originally fung in honour of King Solomon, and of his 
marriage with Pharaoh’s daughter ; Chriftians ling it in honour of their Heavenly 
King, and of His union with the Church His Spoufe, and therefore it is appointed 
to be read on Chriftmas Day.”* 

“ The love between her and Solomon is made a type of the love between 
Chrift and the Church. Chrift hath took us Gentiles to be a Spoufe unto Him.” 4 

" Solomon had a vineyard and let it out to drafters ; but 1 my vineyard is fet 
before mine eyes ;’ Himfelf ftill walks in the midft of the golden candlefticks and 
watcheth for the good of it” 5

S Jonas was three days and three nights in the whale's belly ; fo 
Jhall the Son of man be three days and three nights in the heart of 
the earth. The men of Nineveh Jhall rife in judgment with this 
generation t and Jhall condemn it: becaufe they repented at thepreach- 
ing of Jonas ; and behold , a greater than Jonas is here." St. 

Matt. xii. 40, 41. 

“ As Jonas was a Jign unto the Ninevites,fo Jhall alfo the Son of man be to this 
generation." St. Luke x. 30. 

" Jonah was Tent to preach repentance to Nineveh : Chrift, the great Prophet 
of the Church was lent to preach the lame doftrine to the world. Jonah’s was a 
willing death, a free will offering : as the one cried in the whale’s belly, * I am 
call out of thy light,’ fo the other cried upon the Crofs, * My God, my God, why 
haft thou forfaken me?” As Jonah muft be caft into the lea to lave his fellows 
from drowning, lo muft Chrift be put to death by thole that fhould have prelerved 
Him ; but not for any defert of His own, but to lave His companions and brethren 
in the lame fhip with Him from death and drowning : for fo was the lignification 
of His name, Jelus ; lo Himfelf affirmed, * the Son of man came to give His life 
a ranfom for many.’ So alio Caiaphas prophecies : * it is expedient that one man 
die for the people, and that the whole nation perilh not.’ ”*

“ Jonah came preaching repentance to the Ninevites ; he called to them to turn 
from their evil ways, elfe their city would be deftroyed ; that proved him to be a 
Prophet from Heaven. The people owned him becaufe he {poke to their con- 
fciences, difcovered to them their evil. The Scribes and Pharifees did not acknow- 
ledge this fign of a Prophet.”* 

“ Jonah was a preacher of grace to the Gentiles : and Chrift was a preacher of 
grace, not to Jews only, but to Gentiles alfo : being given for a light to the Gen- 
tiles, that He might be the falvation of Gentiles to the fartheft parts of the earth.”* 

<f This is the firft time we read of a prophet fent to reform a Gentile nation, 
and doubtlefe it was a prelude of His granting to the Gentiles, in future times, 
repentance unto life.” 1

ON AH caft into the fea to flay the tempeft. Chrift delivered over 
to His enemies to be mocked and put to death for our offences. 
Thefe and the two following fubjefts are from a Bible of the 13th • 
cent. (Brit Mus.) 

“ The calling forth of Jonah into the fea, bears no (mail re- 
femblance to the death of Chrift, though in fome circumftances there is a confider- 
able difference : for the Prophet Jonah was, for his own offences, delivered into the 
hands of the mariners, who, without being guilty of murder or thirft after his blood, 
did with great reluctance, throw him overboard for their own prefervation, earneftly 
beleeching that his blood might not be laid to their charge ; but Jefus Chrift being 
delivered, not for His own, but our offences, unto the Jews and Gentiles, was taken, 
crucified and flain with wicked hands, while His murderers imprecated the direful 
vengeance of His innocent blood to be on them and their children. With his own 
confent the Prophet is caft forth into the fea ... fo Jefus Chrift laid down His life 
in the moft voluntary manner, and boldly offered Himfelf to the multitude who 
were fent to apprehend Him. . . A greater than Jonah is here pointed forth, in His 
death, burial, refurre&ion, and preaching to the Gentiles.” 1

“ Jonah, fwallowed up as he was by the Whale, and miraculoufly preferved 
alive within it for the period of three days and three nights, is a type of Chrift be- 
coming the prey of all-devouring Death, and of His human foul entering fubfe- 
quently into that unfeen region, (called Hell in the Creed,) refpe&ing which. Scrip- 
ture, ever aiming to edify rather than to gratify curiofity, prefents us with fuch few 
and fcanty notices.”*

A companion, or analogy, between the two Dilpenladons is 
ail uded to in thefe iubjedts ; Moles is receiving the lirft Covenant 
from the Hand of God, and the Mediator of the New Covenant is announced from 
Heaven. " The Law was our fchoolmafter to bring us to Chrift ; ” in Him were 
fulfilled all the promifes of the lirft Covenant, and all the types and figures of the 
Law. “ The Law was given by Mofes, but grace and truth came by Jefus 
Chrift.”

“ The circumftances of Samfon’s birth referable Jelus Chrift's ; — their birth 
and future importance were declared by a meflenger from the invifible world to 
their female parents, that they Ihould be Nazarites unto God, and feviours of 
Ifrael. The Angel that appeared to Manoah’s wife refufed to tell his name when 
importuned : but the angel that appeared to the wife of Jofeph declared who he 
was, without being alked. Samlbn was but a legal Nazarite, and many a time he 
feems to have adted a part very unworthy of fuch a lacred name ; but Jefus Chrift 
was that in fubftance which Samfon and other Nazarites were only in lhadow, 
‘ holy, harmlefs, undefiled, feparate from finners.’” 1

“ The Virgin is regarded as the fecond Eve, becaufe through 
her came the promifed Redemption ; Ihe bruifed the head of the 
Serpent.” 1 

Both thefe fubje&s are frequently referred to the miracle of the Incarnation. 
In the reprefentation of Gideon and the Fleece there is an allufion to the prophecy 
of David, “ He ftiall defeend like the rain into a fleece of wool.”

Aaron's Rod 
blojfotning. From a MS. executed about the year 1400. (Brit. 
Mus.) 

<c The angel of the Lord, not a created angel, but the un- 
created Angel of the Covenant, who aflumed to Himfelf the high 
title of * the God of Abraham, Ifaac and Jacob,’ and * I am that I am,’ the Meflias 
Himfelf, appeared to Moles in a flame of fire out of the midft of a bufh ; and 
behold, * the bufh burned with fire, yet was not confumed.’ . . . They who think 
that the flame of fire might fignify the pure and fpiritual nature of God, who 
appeared in it, are certainly not miftaken. It feems very probable that this was a 

prelufive vifion both of the future incarnation and fufferings of Jefus Chrift 

As the bufh was in the fire, and the fire was in the bufh, yet ftill they were diftind 
things, though joined thus in one ; even fo the man Chrift Jefus is in the God, and 
the God is in the man, though both thefe natures, fo myfterioufly united, do ftill 
retain their own diftind properties.” 1 

“ Thus did it pleafe the Lord, the Mefliah Himfelf, to appear to Mofes when 
He was about to redeem His people Ifrael out of Egypt. He came down from 
Heaven and revealed Himfelf in the bufh burning with fire. This was the firft 
ftep in the deliverance of Ifrael. And when the lame Lord came down from 
Heaven to redeem all mankind from a worfe than Egyptian bondage. He was 
manifefted in the flefh. The Divine incarnation was the beginning of our falva- 
tion.'’* 

“ The Bufh which burned with fire and was not confumed, was a favourite 
type of the immaculate purity of the Virgin ; and the miracle of the bloflbming 
Rod was alfo ufed as an image of the miraculous Birth.”* Thefe fubjeds were 
confidered as prophecies referring to the Incarnation, and are continually placed 
with reprefentations of the Nativity, in the Art of this period.

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Figs, i, 2. 

A COB'S vi/ton of the ladder. The vifion of the Shepherds; the 
birth of Chrift announced by Angels. From the Pomfret Miflal ; 

1 6th cent. (Bodleian.) 

“ And he dreamed, and behold a ladder let up on the earth, 
and the top of it reached to heaven : and behold the angels of 
God afcending and defcending on it.” Gen. xxviii. 12. 

“ And fuddenly there was with the Angel a multitude of the heavenly hoft 
praifing God, and faying, Glory to God in the higheft, and on earth peace, good- 
will toward men.” St. Luke ii. 13, 14. 

" Chrift was to be really what that ladder was fymbolically, the true medium 
of communication between the region of God’s prefence and the tabernacles of finful 
men. 

“ When our Lord faid to the true Ifraelite whom He had feen and known 
whilft he was praying beneath the fig-tree, c Hereafter ye (hall fee Heaven opened, 
and the angels of God afcending and defcending upon the Son of Man furely He 
gave him to underftand that this Son of Man was that ladder between earth and 
Heaven, between the Father above and His children upon earth, which explained 
and reconciled all previous vifions, and ftiowed how angels and men could meet and 
hold converfe with each other.” 11

HE Prefentation of Chrijl in the Temple. The Prefentation of the 
firjl-born in the Temple. The mother of Samuel dedicating her fon 
to the feroice of the T tmple. From the Biblia Pauperum. 

“ God had exempted the firft-born of the Ifraelites from the 
deftru&ion, which at the time of their deliverance out of Egypt 
He had brought upon the firft-born of the Egyptians. In remembrance therefore 
of this His great mercy He had commanded that the firft-born amongft the Ifraelites, 
both man and beaft, fliould be dedicated to Himfelf. The deliverance of the Ifrael- 
ites was to be obtained by the offering of the firft-born ; lb was alio that of Chrif- 
tians, the Ifraelites of God, of which the other deliverance was but a type. Chrift, 
the Firft-born among many brethren, * is He who has performed this work for us.’ 
In this, as in all other things. He has ‘ fulfilled the Law for us,’ and redeemed us 
from its curfe. Of this. His prefentation in the Temple is to us a pledge.”' 

“ Hannah’s long at the birth of Samuel runs out at the dole into a fublime and 
fervid allufion to the events of Mefliah’s kingdom, who, as the Anointed of the 
Lord, Ihould be raifed from His oppreffed and humbled condition, and eftablilhed 
in His univerfal dominion, to the everlafting lhame and confufion of all His enemies. 
When we open the record of that blefled period which Hannah law gliftening from 
afar, we find the Virgin Mary, in her long at the announcement of Melfiah’s birth, 
catching up the precife train of thought which lo many ages before had been traced 
by the mother of Samuel, and not only in like ftrains, but often allb in the very 
fame words, giving utterance to it anew. Why Ihould the comparatively trivial 
events connected with the birth of Samuel have given rife to ftrains which both in 
matter and in ftyle lo clolely harmoniled with thole which were employed to cele- 
brate the Incarnation of the King of Glory ? for the purpofe, doubtlels, of teaching 
how clolely even the leaft important tranfaftions under the Old Covenant often bore 
upon thofe of the New, and how entirely the fpiritual ideas incorporated with the 
former were the lame with thofe which waited to receive their higheft development 
in the latter.”*

There is a contraft ; rather than a fimilitude, pointed out be- 
tween thefe two fubje&s ; the Wife Men came to worftiip the true 
King, and the three Ifraelites bore teftimony to the Living God by refilling to bow 
down before the falfe god of the Babylonians.

“ It is certain the place of David’s birth was always held to be 
the fame where Chrift fhould be bom. Much was this little 
village aggrandifed by giving birth to king David, but more by giving birth to 
Jefus Chrift ; for fo the prophet lings : * But thou Bethlehem Ephratah, though 
thou be little among the thoufands of Judah, yet out of thee lhall He come forth 
unto me that is to be ruler in Ifrael ; whofe goings forth have been from of old, 
from everlafting.’ The 72nd Pfalm lets forth the glory of Solomon’s kingdom, 
which was typical of that of Chrift, and thefe words were literally fulfilled when 
the Wife Men from the Eaft came with their offerings ; ** the kings of Tarfhifh, 
and of the ifles lhall bring prefents : the kings of Sheba and Seba lhall offer gifts.” 

“‘A greater than Solomon is here.’ Hence our Savibur perfuades to come to 
Him to partake of His wifdom, wealth, peace, grace. But the Queen of the South 
lhall rife up againft this generation ; for fhe, a woman of weak lex, a Queen en- 
joying pleafures at home, undertook a long journey from the ends of the earth, fet 
afide the weighty affairs of her kingdom, the charge of her journey and gifts to 
Solomon not fmall, the dangers, wearinefs, and all to hear the wifdom of Solomon, 
yet as a Gentile did all this.”* 

“ The fame of Solomon’s wifdom brought the Queen of Sheba from a heathen 
land to hear his words, and wonder at the greatnefs of his kingdom, and admire 
the order of his government : a fign that the Gentiles fhould liften to the word of 
Him that was greater than Solomon, and be converted to the laws and economy of 
His fpiritual kingdom, while the few fhould delpife His words and perfecute His 
Church ; for which the example of the Queen of Sheba lhall rife in judgment to 
condemn them.”*

“ That it might be fulfilled which was fpoken of the Lord by 
the prophet, faying. Out of Egypt have I called my fon.” St. 
Matt. ii. 15. Hofeax i. 1. 

“ As the natural Ifrael, God’s Firft-born on earth, was typical of Jelus as the 
only begotten of the Father, it is the principle involved in that part of Ifrael’s hiftory, 
rather than the precife locality with which it was connected, that muft be kept in 
view. The principle was, that Ifrael, though the Firft-born of Jehovah, and def- 
ined to hold the higheft place in the kingdoms of this earth, had yet, at an early 
period, to feek fhelter and ftruggle for exiftence as a ft ranger in a foreign land. When 
the purpofes were fulfilled for which they were fent there, God ( called His Son 
out of Egypt.’ So was it with Jefus, the Eternal Son of God ; His infancy too was 
enveloped in obfcurity and danger, fo that a place of fecure and diftant fhelter 
needed for a time to be provided for Him. As with Ifrael of old, His temporary 
refidence there was itfelf the fruit of fpecial kindnefs, and whenever the purpofe was 
accomplifhed for which fuch a meafure was adopted, the Lord again ( called His 
Son out of Egypt.’ ” 1 

“ St. Matthew looked for the fulfilment not merely of thofe particular words, 
but of the idea to which thofe words with their context, and with the context of 
the hiftory, were pointing. ... If St. Matthew regarded Jefus as the Son of God, 
he believed that in Him this hiftory was fulfilled. . . . The Evangelift held that all 
the afts of our Lord’s life were fignificant, that it was not by chance that He went 
to Egypt inftead of to any other place, not by chance that He was recalled thence. 
All was a part of the divine purpofe and order. Thus the life of the people was 
conne&ed with the life of their King, thus Hofea’s language refpefting the one was 
interpreted by that which befel the other.” 4

“ They all palled through the Sea, and were baptifed unto 
Mofes in the Sea. Its waters were the inftrument of their tem- 
poral falvation, not limply by opening for them a way of efcape, but allb and chiefly 
by returning to immerfe their enemies in irrecoverable perdition.” 1 

“ The bunch of grapes brought from the good Land by the hands of the Spies, 
might lead us to the Iheddings abroad of the Holy Spirit of God upon our hearts, 
if we truly believe. For the end why God fent the grapes of Canaan to the Ifrael- 
ites while they were in the wildernefs, was to allure their hearts as to making good 
thofe promifes which God before made to their fathers, concerning their certain 
arrival at the Land of Promile. So it was to be an earned or pledge to thole who 
believed, of their right to the Land of Promile, that afluredly as they did eat of 
that bunch of grapes which came from Canaan, lo afluredly if they would believe, 
the Lord would bring them fa fe home to the full vintage. God gives out the 
Holy Spirit to allure the godly that the land is a good land unto which they are 
travelling. God gives His people the Iweet fenfible taftes of glory to come before- 
hand.”*

/ ' Baptijm of Chrift. The Brazen Laver in the T emple. Thefe 
and the two following fubjeCts which are connected with them, 
are from the “ Speculum humanae Salvationist’ a block book of 
the 15th century. 

“ The Laver was placed between the altar and the Tabernacle, 
as the moft convenient polition, its defign being to provide a ready fupply of water 
with which the Priefts were to walh their hands and their feet, before miniftering 
at the altar on the one hand, or going into the Tabernacle on the other. The 
ftriCt injunction to have their hands and feet walhed beforehand, denoted the per- 
fonal holinefs with which the work of God mult be performed, and which is the 
ultimate aim indeed of all the inllitutions of worlhip. The Pfalmilt clearly indi- 
cates the meaning of the rite, and (hews alio that in the fpirit of a true Ilraelite he 
regarded it as not Ids applicable to himfelf than to the Priefts when he faid, * I will 
walh my hands in innocency, and fo will I go to thy altar.’ We find the fymbol 
retained in the New Teftament difpenfation in the rite of Baptifm. . . The cleanfing 
nature of the dement is the ground out of which the ordinance rifes, and from which 
it derives its appropriate character, as the initiatory lervice of a Chriftian life.” 1 

“ At the entrance of the tabernacle of the congregation, was let by the ap- 
pointment of the Lord, a pure veflel, or laver of polilhed brafs. At firft it was 
probably of fmall fize ; but when Solomon built his magnificent Temple, he made 
allb a laver of large dimenfions, which on account of the huge quantity of water it 
was capable to hold, was called a molten lea, and let on a bafe of twdve oxen of 

brals, not without the direction of Heaven, as we may well prefume Thele 

brazen figures that looked to all the winds of heaven, may be viewed as emblems 
of the twelve Apoftles, who bore Chrift’s name to the Gentiles, and poured the 
doCtrine of falvation in all quarters of the world.”*

The river Jordan dried up for the Ark and Children of Ifrael to

“ The Ark was alfb called * the ark of His ftrength,’ ‘ the 
ark of the covenant,’ * the ark of the teftimony,’ and * the ark 
whofe name is called by the name of the God of Ifrael.’ . . . When Ifrael marched 
through the wildemels, the ark is laid to have gone before, and explored a place of 
reft for the congregation. The parted wave of Jordan, and the falling walls of 
Jericho, confefled its power. . . . . It was a vifible reprefentation of the throne of 
Jehovah, the king of Ifrael, whole royal palace was the Temple ; it was alio a repo- 
litory for the tables of the law, which were the inftrument of that folemn covenant 
made betwixt God and that peculiar people. But efpecially it may be conlidered 
as a figure of Jelus Chrift, the promifed Meflias, whom all the holy things feem to 
have pointed out with one confent. ... It fearched out a refting-place for Ifrael in 
the wildemels. So Chrift is to His people the breaker of their way, who goes be- 
fore them, gives them reft and prepares for them a place. It opened a paflage for 
the ranlomed tribes through the river Jordan. O Jefus ! by thee we fafely pals 
through the Jordan of death, and have abundant entrance miniftered into the Hea- 
venly kingdom, becaufe thele waters lhall not overwhelm thole who have His 
prefence with them, according to His promile. The Old Teftament ark, like the 
covenant it confirmed, is vanifhed away. But the New Teftament ark, in whom 
the New Covenant Hands fall, lhall abide for ever in the prefence of Jehovah.” 1

“ In both cafes alike there is a redeemed people, travelling 
through a wildernefs to the inheritance promifed to them and 
prepared for them, and receiving as they proceed the peculiar provifion they require 
for the fupport of life, from the immediate hand of God. In the one cafe it is the 
defendants of Abraham according to the flefh, redeemed from the outward bondage 
and oppreffion of Egypt, at the mod from bodily death : in the other, the fpiritual 
members of an eledt Church redeemed from the curie and condemnation of fin ; in 
the one, the literal wildernefs of Arabia, lying between Egypt and Paleftine ; in the 
other, the figurative wildernefs of a prefent world ; in the one, Manna ; in the other, 
Chrift.” 1 

" God intended, by this good gift, not only to fupply their prefent neceflity, 
but alfo to prefigure that fpiritual meat prefented in the Gofpel. In this interpret- 
ation we cannot poflibly be wrong, when we have no lefs authority for it than Jefus 
Chrift Himfelf, who, fpeaking to His hearers on this very fubjedt, fays, * Moles 
gave them not that bread from heaven ; but my Father giveth you the true bread 
from heaven. For the bread of God is He that came down from heaven, and gives 
life unto the world. I am the bread of life.’ ”*

" * Chrift our Paffover is facrificed for us/ the * very Pafchal 
Lamb’ offered to take away our fins ; and He who thus gave 
1 1 imfelf to be our fin-offering was alfb Himfelf the Prieft to offer 
it. Thus He became to us , c a Prieft for ever after the order of Melchifedec ; ’ He 
condefcended to affume in all things the character of an earthly Prieft in order that 
His Priefthood might in all refpefts be perfedt. As every High Prieft muft have 
fomewhat to offer for fins, fo He offered that of which all other facrifices were only 
a type, viz. the facrifice of His own blefled Body and Blood offered in the Eucha- 
rift, and flain upon the Crofs. He was * taken from among men/ yet at the fame 
time eternal and unchangeable. He was a Prieft according to the Law, yet alfb a 
High Prieft for ever after the order of Melchifedec ; for like this myfterious per- 
fonage, who was His type. He was * without beginning and without end/ and 
offered up to God the unbloody facrifice of bread and wine.” 1 

“ The facrifice of the Paffover in all things correfponded with the facrifice of 
the Death of Chrift. The Lamb flain was to be without blemifh and without fpot, 
chofen from among the flock ; Chrift the Lamb of God, was holy, harmlefs, unde- 
filed, chofen from among His own people to be facrificed for the fins of the world. 
As the typical facrifice and feaft of the Jewifh Paflover was to be kept up unto all 
generations, in remembrance of the wonderful deliverance wrought by God at this 
time, fo is the commemorative facrifice and feaft of the holy Eucharift to keep up 
amongft ourfelves the remembrance of the wonderful deliverance wrought for us 
by our Lord’s death till He come.” 1

lowing fubje&s are from a Bible of the 14th cent. (Bib. Imp.) 

" The Prophet fpeaks of what was to be done with the thirty 
pieces of filver, the price at which the ungrateful and wicked 
people (perlonified at laft in Judas) rated the good Shepherd ; they were caft down 
in the houfe of the Lord that they might be conveyed to the potter ; its being done 
in the Temple indicates that it was a folemn tran faction, but the money being the 
price of blood, and alfo in the ftridteft fenfe unlawful gain, it could not be allowed 
to remain there, it mull be fent to the potter.” 1

“ And Cain talked with Abel his brother." Judas betrays Chrift with a kifs. 

“ Now was Abel led forth by his brother to be flain.”*

Ahitophel. “ He hanged himfelf and died.” 2 Sam. xvii. 23. Judas. ** And 
he departed , and went and hanged himfelf.” St. Matt, xxvii. 5. 

** David was betrayed by Ahitophel his counfellor, who afterwards hanged him- 
felf, when he faw that his counfel was not followed. This event is alluded to in 
the 41ft Plalm, and in reading thefe and limilar lamentations of the confiding but 
deceived Monarch we could fearcely avoid obferving how accurately they defcribe 
the treachery of Judas, even if Chrift and His Apoftles had not exprelsly applied 
the words to him.” 5 

" Ahitophel, a man entrufted with the chief management of David’s affairs, 
took part againft his mailer, and betrayed him to thofe who lought his life : and 
Judas in like manner, being firft entrufted by his Mailer, betrayed Him to the 
chief priefts, that He might be put to death. Both thefe traitors came to the 
fame tragical end ; they both * hanged themfelves,’ when they failed of the fuccefs 
which their ambition aimed at.” 4

“ Another analogy between Chrift and Samfon is in his fufferings, and the 
viftorioufnefs thereof againft his enemies, efpecially his death. They were both 
fold for money under pretence of love, apprehended by their enemies, led away 
bound, brought forth at a great Feaft, blinded, (Chrift was blindfolded,) fcomed, 
fattened to a poft, offered themfelves willingly to death, died amongft wicked men, 
and deftroyed the power of the Church’s enemies.” 1

** Jolhua the High Prieft is declared during his life to be the perfonal repre- 
fentation of fome future deliverer. Chrift was the perfon whom Jofhua thus defign- 
edly prefigured in the real adtions of his ordinary life ; He was to rife up in a time 
of profound peace, fhould be the predicted Branch from the ftem of Jefle, and fhould 
be reprefented under the emblem of a living foundation ftone. . . The connexion 
will become ftill more obvious if we confider Jofhua, or Jefus, the High Prieft of 
the Jews, and the principal agent in rebuilding the Temple, as an hiftorical type of 
Jefus the High Prieft of our profeffion, and the Builder of a more glorious edifice. 
There is alfo intimated the pardon of fin, which is to be obtained only through 
Him whom Jofhua typified. He who in the vifion took away the filthy garments 
from the High Prieft Jofhua, and clothed him in a change of raiment, now alfo faves 
many a brand plucked out of the fire.”*

The two firft fubjefts confidered to be typical of Chrift’s Paffion have been 
already noticed. 

" The blood of the Pafchal Lamb, applied according to God’s commandment, 
upon the door-pofts of the houfes, was to be the fafeguard of the Ifraelites, when 
the deftroying Angel ftiould pafs by. The blood of Jefus Chrift, our very Pafchal 
Lamb, {hall be our fafeguard in the day of God’s fierce anger, for when the de- 
ftroying Angel {hall be fent to punifh the inhabitants of the earth for their iniquity, 
he will * pafs over’ thofe who will be found to have the name of God fealed in their 
foreheads.” 1 

“ Chrift in reproaching the inhabitants of Nazareth for the blindnefs which 
hindered them from recognizing in Him the fulfilment of the prophecies, reminds 
them that with their fathers alfo Elias found no acceptance, and that a ftrange 
woman nourifhed him, whilft he was forgotten during the famine and perfecution ; 
and the country of the Prophets did not recognize the accomplifhment of the pro- 
phecies in Him ; the people to whom the 'Prophets had not fpoken acknowledged 
the Mefiiah who was rejected by Ifrael. It is faid by Origen, * Jefus Chrift, rejected 
by the Jews, is acknowledged by the Gentiles who adore Him, and amongft the 
nations the inftrument of His fufferings and death became a fign of glory.’”

“ In this firft victim and martyr, this blood fixed by the 
jealoufy of a brother, and of which the cry afcended to the throne 
of God to accufe the murderer, — this homicide whom God 
condemned and curled, we cannot fail to find a refemblance to the death of the 
Juft One, whole blood is upon His brethren and their pofterity : it is a prophecy 
in which all the circumftances of redemption may be traced.” 

“ In His blood we have remifiion, as all things were purified under the Law, 
and nothing accepted or fanCtified without the blood of fprinkling ; which fpeaketh 
better things than that of Abel ; for the blood of Abel cried for vengeance, this 
for mercy and pardon.” 1

The killing of the Pafchal Lamb. The death of Chrift. 

“ Chrift is what the Paflover was, a Lamb taken from the flock of His people. 
The character of our blefied Saviour was anfwerable in all refpeCts to that of the 
Pafchal Lamb. He was without blemilh, innocent and perfect in His nature, and 
as the Prophet defcribes Him, like the ‘ lamb when brought to the fiaughter,’ meek 
and unrefifting. From the circumftance which happened at our Saviour’s death, 
that ‘ His legs were not broken with thofe of the two malefactors,’ the Evangelift 
obferves, c thefe things were done that the Scripture Ihould be fulfilled, A bone of 
him lhall not be broken;’ at which paflage the margin of the Bible refers us to 
Exodus xii. 46, where this direction is given concerning the Paflover.” 1

blemifh." 

<f In Thy bloody death, O Jefus, we fee the great Antitype of thefe legal obla- 
tions. Moft certainly they were public acknowledgments of guilt, and profeflions 
of faith in the grand propitiation which they believed Ihould appear in the end of 
the world. It was not Chrift who came to imitate the fecrifices, but the facrifices 
were ordained to prefigure Him. They were the ftiadow of future good things ; 
but the body is of Chrift.”*

In this inftance the fubjed of the water flowing from the Rock is taken as an 
image of the blood flowing from the fide of Chrift, the blood and water reprefent- 
ing the two Sacraments. “ Here are the two Sacraments of the Church ftreaming 
from the fide of our blefled Lord ; in that water may we wafh and be made clean ; 
that blood will purify us and unite us to Him who has fhed it for us.” 

“ As the rock was fmitten, and there flowed forth rivers of water to refrefh the 
chofen tribes in the dry and thirfty wildemefs ; even fb was our true Rock, the 
Rock of our falvation, fmitten on the Crofs. Thofe ftreams were for the refrefh- 
ment of the life of our fouls.” 1

“ Wherefore did Chrift enter into the fleep of death ? becaufe Adam flept, 
when Eve was formed from his fide, Adam being the figure of Chrift, Eve as the 
mother of the living, the figure of the Church ; and as fhe was formed from Adam 
while he was afleep, fo was it when Chrift flept on the Crofs that the Sacraments 
of the Church flowed from His fide.”*

“ Let us behold in this eminent figure at once our miferable 
ftate by fin, and the method of our recovery by Jefus Chrift, 
who from this very thing preached to Nicodemus the dodrine 
of His Crofs ; ‘ for as Moles,’ faid He, * lifted up the ferpent in the wildemefs, 
even fo muft the Son of Man be lifted up.’ . . The lifting up the ferpent feems an 
evident prediction of that death which Chrift fhould die. Here He is evidently 
fet forth crucified before us, as we are taught by Himfelf, who is the end of the 
Law for righteoufnels, when, fpeaking of the death He fhould die : c And I,’ laid 
He, * if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto me.’ . . The ferpent 
was lifted up, that wholbever beheld it might be healed and live ; and Chrift was 
crucified, that whofoever believeth in Him might not perifh, but have everlafting 
life.” 1 

“ The looking unto the brazen ferpent lifted on the pole, was the means ap- 
pointed by God for reftoring health to the ferpent-bitten Ifeaelite; as fymbolical 
of the method of recovery propounded in the Golpel, the leading ideas in both are 
the fame ; in the one cafe, having to do only with things feen, flelhly and temporal; 
in the other, with what is unfeen, Ipiritual and eternal ; the flelhly eye of the out- 
ward man directed to the one, the fpiritual eye of the inner man, the eye of faith, 
directed to the other.”* 

“ The applying of this remedy was nothing but the looking upon the brazen 
ferpent, which fignified the finner’s beholding of Jelus Chrift for his cure. The 
means of application of the remedy was the eye of the Ifeaelite, lb the inftrument 
of applying the remedy by Jefus Chrift is the eye of faith, which is the eye of the 
foul. That which Mofes calls looking on the type, Chrift calls believing in Him- 
felf, the Truth. The brazen ferpent had not power in itfelf to cure, this hath 
power in itfelf ; whereas they were cured to die again, believers attain a found cure 
never to die more.”*

“ The cafting forth of Jonah into the fea, bears no fmall re- 
femblance to the death of Chrift, though in fome circumftances 
there is a confiderable difference : for the prophet Jonah was, for 
his own offences, delivered into the hands of the mariners, who, without being 
guilty of murder or thirft after his blood, did, with great reluctance, throw him 
overboard for their own prefervation, earneftly befeeching that his blood might not 
be laid to their charge ; but Jefus Chrift being delivered, not for His own but our 
offences, unto the Jews and Gentiles, was taken, crucified, and flain with wicked 
hands, while His murderers imprecated the direful vengeance of His innocent blood 
to be on them and their children. In other relpeCts, the cafe of Chrift and Jonas 
was more alike. With his own content the prophet is caft forth into the fea, after 
he had acknowledged that himfelf was the man for whole caufe the ftorm was lent, 
and whom the angry ocean demanded ; fo Jefus Chrift laid down His life in the 

moft voluntary manner His lodging in the belly of the fifh three days and 

nights, moft certainly correfponds to the burial of our Redeemer in the grave a part 
of three natural days.” 1

Befides the general application of this fubjedt to the Sacrifice 
and Death of Chrift, another meaning was given to it in the re- 
prefentations of the Catacombs, the fame that is pointed out in 
the Epiftle to the Hebrews, ch. xi. 17 — 19. 

** The offering of Ifaac prefigured the Refurredtion of Chrift after three days, 
as well as His Death. The words of Scripture on this point are moft clear. And 
this offering was made on the third day after Abraham had fet forth, and counted 
his fon as one dead. The authority of the Apoftle exprefsly declares, at leaft, a 
remarkable point of refemblance between the hiftory of Ifaac and that of Chrift ; 
that when the arm of the patriarch was arrefted by the angel of God, who called 
unto him out of Heaven and forbade him to flay his fon, he received Ifaac figura- 
tively from the dead ; as we know that Chrift, having been retained in the grave 
during the fame period, really arofe from the dead on the third day, being made 
the firft-fruits of them that flept.” 1

By early Chriftian writers this event was confidered to be typical of the Refur- 
redtion, rather than of the Afcenfion, of Chrift, and it is this interpretation of it 
which is given in the frequent reprefentations of the Catacombs, where it appears 
as one of the feries alluding to the Refurredtion.

Both thefe fubje&s have been reprefented during the whole 
period of Chriftian Art as bearing an allufion to the Refurreftion ; 
they were of frequent occurrence in the Catacombs, where they 
ferved to infpire the early Chriftians with hope and confolation during their trials 
and perfecutions, by reminding them of the deliverances of God’s faithful fervants, 
and of Him who had triumphed over fufferings and death, and opened the way for 
them into a better world. As Daniel was delivered unhurt from the Lion’s den, 
and the three Children from the fiery Furnace, lb did Chrift pals through the grave 
and law no corruption, and became the firft-fruits of them that llept.

“ Samfon being in the city, and the citizens now lying in wait 
to kill him, and to make an end of lo furious an enemy whom 
they had fure within their gates, he arofe at midnight and took the doors of the 
gates of the city and the two polls, and lift them away with the bars, and laid them 
on his Ihoulders and departed. So when Satan and linners had buried Chrift, laid 
a ftone on Him, fealed it and watched Him, thinking they had Him fure enough, 
never to moleft them more. He, like another mighty Samfon, role in His might, 
carried away the gates and bars of death from Himfelf and all His members. . . . 
Although Samlon the type was at laft overcome by his enemies, our true Samlon 
is invincible, and hath glorioully triumphed over them all. Both of them were 
great deliverers, the one from great thraldom and temporal mifery, the other from 
a greater fpiritual and eternal thraldom under lin, the Law, Satan, Hell. — Samfon 
overthrew the enemies, but that was his own overthrow, but Chrift not lo ; His 
conqueft was to His moft glorious exaltation. Samlon as a type only began the 
deliverance of the Church, but hindered by death could not perfeft it : Our 
Samfon perfected the deliverance and lalvation of the whole Church, and did more 
after death than in His life or death, and will moft fully perfect it for all His 
members in the Refurreftion.” 1 

“ Samfon killed the Lion, deftroyed the Philiftines, removed the gates of the 
city, and at his death gave the greateft blow to his enemies : but it is Jefus Chrift 
who overcame the Devil and the world, and got the conqueft of Death and Hell, 
who deftroyed the Devil by His death, and who raifed Himfelf up from death to 
life.”*

“ J onah was a manifeft type of Chrift in His Refurre&ion ; 
as the Lord fpake unto the Filh, and the Filh againft his will 
muft caft up Jonah on dry ground, fo the earth can keep Chrift 
no longer than the third day, (no more than the belly of the Whale could keep 
Jonah,) His blefled body muft fee no corruption. As Jonah returned from his 
grave with a long of praife and thankfgiving, fo Jefus Chrift returned to life from 
His grave with a fong of triumph and victory, fore-prophecied : * O death, I will 
be thy plagues; O grave, I will be thy deftruftion:’ Hofea xiii. 14. and accom- 
plilhed, 1 Cor. xv. 55. * O death, where is thy fting ? O grave, where is thy vic- 
tory ?’ In both we have a certain emblem and proof of our refurredtion. If the 
Spirit of Him that railed up Jonah and Jefus be in us. He lhall allb quicken our 
mortal bodies, and if the Head be rifen the members muft rife alfo. For as God 
fpoke to the Fifh, and the Filh gave up Jonah as from the dead, fo lhall God Ipeak 
to the earth and fea and all creatures, and they lhall give up their dead. He lhall 
fay to the earth, give, and to the fea, reftore my Ions and daughters, and they that 
are as feed under clods lhall awake and ling. For as it was impoflible for Chrift 
to be held ever under death, as impoflible is it for His members.” 1

** Enoch walked with God : and he was not ; for God took 
him.” Gen. v. 24. Which is thus explained in the Epiftle to 
the Hebrews : “ By faith Enoch was tranflated that he lhould 
not fee death.” To which it is added that “ he was not found, becaufe God had 
tranflated him,” that is to fay, taken him at once to Heaven. 

“ He was a moil illuftrious Type of Chrift’s Afcenfion into Heaven, and in- 
deed the only Type they had of it before the Law. They had but two in all, 
Elijah under the Law, and Enoch before the Law. . . Here is comfort to the feed 
of the fecond Adam againft the prefent troubles they are under. Thou art here 
upon earth, Chrift the Head in Heaven, but His poor Saints and Members here 
below : but remember whither Jefus the Forerunner is entered for us. As lure as 
Enoch’s body is in Heaven, or Elijah’s, by the virtue of His Afcenfion of whom 
they were lhadows, fo fure fhall thine and mine alcend thither, if we be His, though 
we fleep in the duft for a time, as Chrift Himfelf alfo did.” 1

“ The vifion of Jacob’s ladder reprefented Chrift as the 
means of intercourfe between God and man ; yet it was not to 
fpeak properly a type, but rather a typical vifion. Here was fome dark lhadow 
of the Perfbn, natures, and office of Chrift thus ; in that this ladder the foot of it 
ftood upon the earth, and the top of it reached up to Heaven, whereby Heaven 
and earth did meet as it were.” 1 

“ Perhaps we fhall not think amifs, though we confider this emblematical ladder 
as a figure of the Meffiah Himfelf, who is the blefied medium of communication 
between Heaven and earth — the way without whom no man comes to the Father 
— and the one Mediator between God and man. We can fcarcely find a better 
explication of what Chrift Himfelf promifed to Nathaniel, that Ifraelite indeed, 
‘ hereafter ye fhall fee the Heaven open, and the angels of God afeending and de- 
fcending upon the Son of man,’ than by comparing it with this wonderful ladder, 
which He feems to hint was Himfelf. And there is no contemptible analogy : — 
for, firft, whereas the foot of this ladder was on the earth, and the top reached to 
Heaven, this may reprefent both what is the conftitution of His Perfon, and what 
are the blefied fruits of His mediatorial interpofition. As the ladder feemed to 
unite Heaven and earth, the moft diftant extremes, fo the perfon of Immanuel unites 
the human nature and the divine, though the diftance between them is infinitely 
great. And as the ladder opened a path from God to man, and from man to God, 
by reaching from Heaven to earth, lb the mediation of Jefus Chrift has paved a 
way both for the approach of the Deity to finners, that He may dwell with them, 
and for the accefs of finners unto God, that they may dwell with Him and have 
their converfation in Heaven.”*

fire. The firft-fruits of the Church confecrated by fire from Hea- 
ven on the day of Pentecoft. From a Bible of the 14th century. 
(Bib. Imp.) 

“ The Inftitutions of the Law of Moles are ufed as types or 
forelhadowings of the higher truths of the Golpel. Thus the inftitution of the 
Jewilh Feaft of Pentecoft is a type of the Chriftian feftival of Whitfunday. On 
that Feaft the Jews commemorated the giving of the Law in the midft of terrors 
on Mount Sinai, and alfo gave thanks for the in-gathering of the wheat harveft. 
On the Chriftian feftival we commemorate the defcent of the law of love, to which 
the law of terror has given place, and we alfo give thanks for the gathering in of 
fouls into the Chriftian Church through the labours of the Apoftles.” 1 

“ Fifty days after the deliverance from Egypt was the killing letter, or the fiery 
law, given ; and fifty days after the refurredlion of Chrift, our better deliverance, 
was the quickening Spirit dilpenfed, to write the law, not on hard tables of ftone, 
but on the flelhly tables of the heart, and to qualify the Apoftles to begin a hew 
harveft, far more important than what was now happily finilhed — a harveft not of 
corn, but of men, to be reaped by putting the fickle of the word of God into the 
field of the world.” 4

“ The confufion of tongues, with the difperfion of the nations was reveried 
when all the nations, fo divided at Babel, were * gathered together in one’ in Chrift 
Jefus, to be a * holy nation,’ a * peculiar people and the different languages which 
arofe at Babel were all united in the tongues of the firft preachers of the Golpel on 
the day of Pentecoft. God being the Fountain of truth and Author of peace. His 
religion makes itfolf intelligible to all ; but where there is difobedience of mind and 
wickednefs of principle, there do confufion and divifion enfue, as in the firft reli- 
gious rebellion at Babel. Againft fuch people, this judgment is denounced by the 
Pfalmift, ‘ Deftroy, O Lord, and divide their tongues, for I have feen violence and 
ftrife in the city.’ The city of God is at unity with itfelf.”*

“ From Jacob fprung the twelve patriarchs, who were the 
fathers of that holy nation according to the flelh. And the 
twelve Apoftles of the Lamb are the fathers of the holy nation according to the 
fpirit.” 1

Benjamin is brought to Jofeph. St. Paul’s Converfion and Baptifm. 

" St Paul would be familiar with the deftinies of his own illuftrious tribe, the 
life of the timid Patriarch, the lonelinefs of Jacob, who fought to comfort himfolf 
in Benoni, * the fon of her forrow,’ by calling him ‘ Benjamin, the fon of his right 
hand and then the youthful days of this youngeft of the twelve brethren, and the 
famine ; thefe are the narratives to which he liftened with intenfe and eager intereft. 
How little was it imagined that as Benjamin was the youngeft and moft honoured 
of the Patriarchs, fo this liftening child of Benjamin ftiould be aftociated with the 
twelve fervants of the Meftiah of God, the laft and moft illuftrious of the Apoftles. 
But many years of ignorance were yet to pals away before that myfterious Provi- 
dence which brought Benjamin to Jofeph in Egypt, Ihould bring his defoendant to 
the knowledge and love of Jefus, the Son of Mary ! Some of the early Chriftian 
writers fee in the dying benediction of Jacob, when he laid that * Benjamin lhall 
ravin as a wolf : in the morning he lhall devour the prey, and at night he lhall 
divide the fpoil,* a prophetic intimation of him who in the morning of his life Ihould 
tear the Iheep of God, and in its evening feed them as the teacher of the nations. 
When St. Paul was a child, and learnt the words of this laying, no Chriftian thoughts 
were aftociated with it or with that other more peaceful prophecy of Mofes, when 
he laid of Benjamin, ‘ the beloved of the Lord lhall dwell in fafety by Him ; and 
the Lord lhall cover him all the day long, and he lhall dwell between His {boul- 
ders.’ ”*

“ The hiftory of the falvation of Noah is applied by St. Peter 
as a figure of that falvation which we now obtain as the family 
of Jefus Chrift in the Ark of the Church by the waters of Bap- 
tifm. The falvation of Chriftians by Jefus Chrift, and the falvation of Noah’s 
family, are two events of the like form and figure ; the former a fign of the latter. 
As an ark was prepared by Noah, fo hath Chrift prepared His Church, to conduct 
us in fafety through the waves of trouble and the perils of the world, in which fo 
many are loft. So plainly doth this whole figure (peak the doltrine of the Chriftian 
falvation, that it is applied for inftrultion in the office of Baptifm, where we are 
taught to pray, that the child * may be received into the ark of Chrift’s Church,’ 
and therein * pafs through the waves of this troublefome world.’

" The two wives of Abraham reprefent the two covenants of the Law and the 
Gofpel. Hagar, the Egyptian, being a Have, is a fit emblem of the Law which 
tied men down to the ceremonial obfervances of Moles ; her {on is therefore a type 
of thofe ordinances in which men ferved God only * as having received the fpirit of 
bondage again to fear.’ But in Sarah, the free woman, we fee an emblem of the 
Chriftian Church, whofe children having been releafed from this bondage, have 
received the fpirit of adoption, and been admitted into the privileges of c Ions of 
God.’ When the fon of the free-woman was bom, the fbn of the bond-woman 
was caft out to make way for the Gofpel covenant ; the Law had been their fchool- 
mafter to bring them to Chrift ; when Chrift came there was no more need of a 
fchoolmafter to conduit them to the heavenly Jerufalem above, which is the end and 
objelt of all our hopes.”*

“ The facrament of Baptifm was prefigured by an event of great importance in 
the hiftory of the Jews. On the authority of St. Paul the Church of England alfo 
confiders that event as a type of Baptifm ; for in the Baptifinal Service we pray in 
the following words, * Almighty and everlafting God, who of thy great mercy didft 
fave Noah and his family in the Ark from perilhing by water ; and alfo didft lafely 
lead the Children of Ifrael thy people through the Red Sea, figuring thereby thy holy 
Baptifm.’ The circumftances alfo which attended the type accord with the circum- 
ftances attending the antitype. When the followers of Moles having forlaken 
Egypt palTed through the Red Sea in their progrefs to the Holy Land, that pafiage 
was to them an entrance, not only into a new temporal, but into a new Ipiritual, 
ftate. In like manner, the followers of Chrift when they have forlaken fin and 
palled through the laver of Baptifm in their progrels to the kingdom of Heaven, 
have alfo entered on a new Ipiritual date.” 1

Naaman wafhing in the river Jordan. Chriftians wafhed in the waters of Bap- 
tifm. From a Bible of the 13th cent. 

“ The manner in which God cured Naaman of his leproly, is a ftriking emblem 
of the manner in which God cures us of our fins. To us, as to him, the Almighty 
dilpenfes the wonders of His healing grace, through means which, to all human 
appearance, would be unlikely to accomplilh their end. Naaman knew not how 
the waters of Jordan were to convey healing to his body, any more than we know 
how the waters of Baptifm convey healing to our fouls. Yet, as in the one cafe, 
lb is it alfo in the other. So long as Naaman refufed to obferve God’s conditions, 
he remained a leper ; fo long as we refufe, or negled the means of lalvation, we 
muft remain in our fins.” 8

earth." Gen. iv. 12. The curfe of the Jews. Thele and the 
following fubjefts are from a Bible of the 13th century. (Brit. 
IV i us.) 

“ In the offerings of the eldeft born, rejected by God, who 
accepted the facrifice of Abel, in the jealoufy which revenged itfelf by murder, in 
the curfe which condemned the murderer to wander henceforth without a home, 
and in the Providence which railed up a new race of juft men to replace Abel, we 
cannot fail to recognize the types of thofe who killed Jefus, and the confluences 
of their crime. The ancient facrifices were fet afide, and a new Sacrifice replaced 
the former oblations ; the blind jealoufy of the Jewifh Priefts haftened their fall ; 
their own ruin was confummated in fatisfying their vengeance ; the people carry a 
curfe with them over the world, and God raifes up a new family, the Church.”

" From this patriarch, the Jews, the peculiar people of God, are named Ifrael- 
ites.

“ The poor wanderer in the defert, the plain man who lived on a land which 
was not his own, and died an exile, left a family out of which there grew a nation, 
which was itfelf to give birth to a univerfal Church, which was to poftefs and con- 
quer and civilize a world.” 4

“ Efau when he would afterwards have inherited the blefting, he could not, by 
all his tears, induce his father to beftow it upon him. In vain fhould you think, 
O profane Efau ! to thwart the unalterable decree ; for the elder fhall ferve the 

younger, and the pofterity of Jacob fhall put garrifons in thy ftrongholds 

Wherefore did ye thus hate Jefus, O ye malicious Jews ? it was becaufe you gloried 
in your birthright, and could not endure that the kingdom of God fhould be taken 
from you, and transferred to the defpifed Gentiles, though you had juftly forfeited 
all title to fuch a glorious prerogative, by your contempt of fpiritual and heavenly 
bleffings.” 1
